Try To 
Enter 
Embassy 


MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet mil­ 
itiamen guarding the Ghanaian 
Embassy today shoved severaJ 
. African students back into tn* 
snow when they tried to force 
their way into the building. 


A group of 30 Ghanaian stu­ 
dents had tried to enter the em­ 
bassy in search of more infor­ 
mation on the death of fellow- 
student Edmund Asarre - Addo, 
whose body was found frozen 
in the snow alongside a railroad 
track 
north 
of 
Moscow 
last 
Thursday. 


His death had caused a dem­ 
onstration 
in 
Red 
Square 
Wednesday, in which an esti­ 
mated 400 Ghanaian students 
paraded with banners protesting 
alleged Soviet mistreatment of 
Africans. 


The Soviets denied the charge 
and high Soviet officials con­ 
ferred 
in 
the 
Kremlin 
with 
some of the demonstrators. The 
Russians promised a further re­ 
port 
on 
Asare-Addo’s 
death, 
which the Ghanaians attributed 
to foul play but which the Rus­ 
sians said was due to natural 
causes. 


When 
the 
student g r o u p 
showed up today, they encoun­ 
tered eight Soviet guards out­ 
side the building with orders to 
let no one enter.

Permits 
Needed 


A hunting ordinance,sim­ 
ilar to those adopted by 
several Bucks County mu­ 
nicipalities in recent years, 
was enacted by Bensalem 
last night at a public hear­ 
ing held in the township 
building. 


The ordinance was approved 
unanimously by the board of su­ 
pervisors which devoted it 
en­ 
tire regular 
meeting 
to 
the 
hearing. 


Small Turnout 


Less than 20 persons sat in 
the audience, but icy road con­ 
ditions appeared to be respons­ 
ible for the small turnout, since 
many more 
persons had 
ex­ 
pressed interest in the ordinance 
at the 
board’s 
meeting 
last 
month. 


The ordinance prohibits hunt­ 
ing of game in Bensalem Town­ 
ship without written permission 
of the property owner whose 
grounds would be used. It also 
restricts hunters from any prop 
erty less than 20 acres in size 
and confines him to the use of 
shotguns 
or 
“pumpkin 
ball” 
slugs. 


Must Get Permit 


The use of such approved fire­ 
arms by owners of the proper­ 
ty or members of their family 
living on the premises requires 
no registration permit, howev-e 
r, 
other 
persons, 
who 
have 
written permission by the prop­ 
erty owner to hunt, must first 
get a permit from the Bensalem 
Police Dept. 


In adopting the ordinance, the 
board 
explained 
that 
while 
Pennsylvania State Game Com­ 
mission hunting laws provide 
such restrictions as disallowing 
hunting within 150 yards of a 
home, and 
similar 
protective 
measures, the 
township 
ordi­ 
nance would provide police with 
the knowledge of who is hunt­ 
ing where in the township. 


Hunter Gone 


The problem which has faced 
residents and police in recent 
years is that sometimes hunters 
may fire too close to a home 
but by the time police reach 
the scene on a complaint by a 
homeowner, the hunter is gone. 


With the required permit, the 
police will know which hunter 
was at the specified location at 
the time and can easily be con­ 
tacted at his home.
